All 
these people are eager to help: 
their advice flows freely. Thev 
discuss the worth of his cards in 
loud and excited tones. Further- 
more, the second player is fre- 
quently asked to tell the crowd. 
in the presence of the other 
player, why he played a particu- 
lar card as he did. On all major 
decisions of the play, he must se- 
cure the advice and consent of 
two-thirds of a group elected to 
represent the people in the room. 
Not all of these representatives, 
by the way, are in office because 
of their superior knowledge of 
the game. 

“It is somewhat in the position 
of the second man that the United 
States Government or any other 
democracy finds itself in the con- 
duct of its foreign affairs.

"Roy Street Says You Can't Trust 
To Fisherman’s Luck With Brakes 


Mr. Street, his wife, Willie, and their daughter, 
Maree, a Roosevelt High School student, are all 
fishing enthusiasts and manage to slip away often 
to try their luck.

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Mao’s Words a Frail Reed, But— 


By the devious means through which 
nations reveal their minds in time of con- 
flict, we know that Mao Tse-tung, Chi- 
nese Communist leader, has allowed rep- 
resentatives of the Indian Government of 
New Delhi to say that he is willing to stop 
fighting and begin discussions of the entire 
Oriental-Asiatic question. His first and 
only other voiced condition is that he sit 
as an equal partner. 

- Let’s look at that. 

First, because we believe in honest i 
cussion and agreements openly arrived at, 
we believe an armistice, halting the Ko- 
rean War, should be sought in Korea and 
that efforts begin to agree upon an agenda 
for an over-all UN policy. 

Whether that will be possible or not 
depends largely upon whether Mao is act- 
ing independently, or whether his state- 
ment is but a cog in Soviet machinations. 
It was significant that at the same time 
he was making known his willingness to 
discuss the problem, the Kremlin’s Andrei 
Vishinsky was demanding all United Na- 
tions troops be withdrawn from Korea 
before any talks were had. If that also 
is Mao’s inflexible condition, then the talks 
will not now be had. So, we may hope 
Mao is acting indeperidently, though that 
hope currently is but a frail reed. 

As for his sitting at the discussion table 
as an equal, that is inevitable. He and his 
government control China. But there will 
immediately arise from the pro-Chiang 
Kai-shek element in the Congress and 
press a strong demand that Chiang sit as 
an equal. That is impossible. 

And here we have, finally, the crux of 
the problem from our viewpoint. Chiang 
Kai-shek is the architect of failure in the 
Orient. For Americans to say we are re- 
sponsible for his failure is to ignore that 
all over his part of the world, in India, in 
Burma, Indonesia, Indochina, Malaya, 
great changes of a similar nature were 
taking place. 

Chiang Kai-shek took over control in 
China during the Coolidge administration.

Truman Nears the 


President Harry S. Truman’s keen de- 
sire to take a swing at, and kick the shins 
of, a music critic who wrote that his 
daughter, Margaret, was not a good singer, 
is a reaction any father might experience 
under similar circumstances, but not if the 
father happens to be President of the 
United States. 

The incident is serious only because it 
reveals how near to the breaking point is 
the President’s temper. It allows him to 
make angry and hasty decisions and in any 
period that is not good. In these days 
when gunpowder, gasoline and atom bombs 
are lying loose all around the world, it is 
positively alarming. 

The pressures on the President of the 
United States are greater and ‘more con- 
stant thar. on that of any other govern- 
mental chief executive in the world. It is 
a man-killing, heartbreaking sort of job 
for those who do not have the resiliency to 
cope with the tensions and the weariness 
of it. 

In addition to the duties imposed by 
the Constitution itself, custom decrees that 
most of the failures. of boards and com- 
missions to reach decisions be placed on 
the desk of the President. This is true in 
strikes as well as other disputes. The 
President, whoever he may be, is damned 
for failure. 

Also, it must be pointed out that only 
the President of the United States works 
with the press and all the nation looking 
over his shoulder. Not even in the other 
free nations is this true. In totalitarian 
Russia, Stalin can work: alone. His own 
people do not know what is going on and 
are not told or consulted. But, our Presi- 

dent must work in the white light of 
public information. We think that is best. 
But, only a witless person would fail to 
see that it is a great physical and mental 
strain.

Wedemeyer, who followed Gen. Marshall 
and who concluded that the: Chiang gov- 
ernment was the only possible vehicle 
through which to work, but that it was 
so corrupt, weak and inefficient that if we 
did determine to try and bolster it we 
would have to send our own people to 
handle the goods and the money. From 
the time of VJ Day to that time we had 
sent Chiang $2, 000,000,000 in equipment 
and money and ‘little of it had been put to 
use, save in corruption. Through all those 
years from Coolidge to Truman Chiang 
had had from this country much more aid 
than Mao Tse-tung received from Russia. 
Mao is in control of China. Chiang is on 
Formosa. These are the facts, stripped 
of any sentimental or ideological color. 

If the American people can’t agree on 
why Chiang failed, how can we agree on 
a policy vis-a-vis the Orient and Asia? 

If we can have honest discussion, which 
is doubtful because of the Soviet policy 
of treachery and “the Big Lie, 
should as the first step of proving to Asia 
and the Orient that we have no imperi- 
alistic designs, remove ourselves from their 
domestic politics, at the same time making 
it clear we will fight in those areas where 
there is no Soviet control, if aggression of 
the sort which brought on the Korean War 
arises in them. 

Given the opportunity, free of the 
Kremlin’s baseness in diplomacy, we can 
make the necessary start of withdrawing 
from China’s domestic politics—if the Chi- 
ang bloc will allow it.—R. M.

The President allows 
them to see they get under his skin, which 
makes them happy and gives them fur- 
ther encouragement to become more and 
more vulgar in their approach. 

We happen not to think all of this is 
healthy for the country, the office of the 
presidency or for newspapers. But, news- 
papers cannot fail to carry these outbursts 
of the President. Mr. Truman has been 
more inept at handling himself publicly 
than any President since Hoover and 
Coolidge. Both these refused press con- 
ferences, for example, and both happily 
lived in a time when the custom was to 
protect Presidents from their errors. 

Mr. Truman, unfortunately, knocks him- 
self out, to use a modern phrase, by writ- 
ing indiscreet letters. Those which have 
caused the trouble have been based on 
some trivial incident, as with the singing 
criticism. 

Most of the critics have said worse 
about Miss Truman’s voice. But the 
crowds go to hear her just the same. We 
think she should be able to lead an inde- 
pendent life. We thought the same thing 
of Mr. Roosevelt’s children. The fact their 
father is President should not mean sons 
and daughters as adults should fail to have 
their own lives. But, if their father is 
President, he cannot, and must not, try to 
mingle the presidency with their lives, as 
Mr. Truman has. 

Some way must be found to allow the 
President some rest from the day and 
night pressure. A man who is bone-weary 
and who is sincerely trying to do what is 
best for the country, as we have never had 
any doubt but what Mr. Truman is trying 
to do, cannot give his best thought to im- 
portant decisions. 

Mr. Truman obviously is near the 
bfeaking point physically.

For Juvenile Courts 


The state-wide Juvenile Court Act passed 

with the Talmadge administration’s support early 

, wees this year and then shot at by some Administra- 
tion rot iaaceane will be replaced by a compromise act next 
January. _Rep.-Elect Howard Overby, of Gainesville, who, as 
Senator, pushed the original bill through the upper house last 
January, is drafting a substitute bill which, he believes, will 


-accomplish the same results without running into the opposition 


the original act has. 

The opposition stems from two sources: Finances and power 
of appointment. Some opposed the State trying to finance the 
system of children’s courts, contending the cost would far exceed 
the $225,000 annual cost as estimated. When the bill was first 
drafted, the Administration insisted that the Governor have the 
right to appoint the judges. With a few hundred supporters 
either seeking or expecting the 23 posts of juvenite court judge, 
the Administration has been anxious‘to be relieved of this power. 


° Overby, who is sincerely interested in estab- 
Comp FOmUse lishing a good system of juvenile courts, says 
the substitute bill will be even better than the original plan. It 
will place children’s courts and probation officers in every one of 
the 159 counties. The State will not finance the system. If the 
local counties cannot afford to create a juvenile court judgeship, 
then the Superior Court judge of that circuit will have to handle 
the work of the juvenile court. If a special court is created, 
upon: recommendations of the Grand Jury, then the juvenile court 
judge will- be appointed by the Superior Court judge. Qualifi- 
cations for the judges will be set out in the law. Probation offi- 
cers will be employed through the State Merit System. 

The new plan then calls for local financing and local appoint- 
ment of the children’s courts. Where the state-wide system recog- 
nized the fact that every county couldn’t finance such a-setup 
and therefore placed it on a regional basis with State funds, the 
new act will let each county have just as much of a children’s 
court as it can afford. That's what is brewing for the Jarfuary 
session.

writer, wondering desolately if we'd ever see anything bright or funny again or if we’d ever, in the 
face of so much need, have the nerve to buy something pretty and foolish and utterly unnecessary 


for somebody we love: 

Then the Gideons came in. Two of them, 
gusty, earthy ex-traveling salesmen, who wantéd 
merely to give us a notice about their approach- 
ing International Cabinet meeting in Atlanta Jan. 
19-21. They stayed a few minutes and out of 
curiosity we asked questions about the Gideon 
Society in general and the Atlanta Camp in par- 
ticular. 

Gradually, as they talked, lightly and humor- 
ously, the burden of the hungry and the home- 
less and, specifically, the Christmas-less, began 
to ease up a bit on the back of our neck. 


Plainly, these two ex-traveling salesmen, 
who spend a good part of their time dis- 
tributing Gideon Bibles to hotels, schools, 
hospitals, prisons and to men in the armed 
forces, are like the Wise Men of old in one 
respect. They have seen a miracle and some- 
how, oddly enough, they have grown used to 
living with a.miracle. 


You don’t hear much about Gideons. They 
have never felt the need of any amount of pub- 
‘licity. They are few in number (about 50 in 
Atlanta and only 1,200 in the nation) and they 
are a fairly select group of men. All business- 
' men, salesmen and executives (no professional 
men or ministers allowed), who are interested in 
the work of the organization, who have a quiet 
but steady faith in Christianity and can get a 
reference from their pastor. In Atlanta they meet 
once a month for business and once a week—at 
6:30 o’clock every Monday morning—at the Pied- 
mont Hotel for prayer. After an hour-long prayer 
service, during which they pray generally for the 
betterment of the world and mankind as well as 
for closer and more personal things, they adjourn 
to the S. & W. cafeteria for breakfast and to 
begin their week’s work. 

The Gideons were founded by two traveling 
men who met in a hotel room in the ’90’s and 


they have followed in many respects the tradi- © 


tions of the traveling man—including the “good, 
early start Monday morning.” 

The Gideons sometimes wear small lapel pins 
which show a jug (called a pitcher in Biblical 
days) with flame shooting out of the top. The 
emblem and the name were taken from the sixth 
and seventh chapters of Judges, wherein is told 
the story of that “mighty man of valor,” Gideon,

who led the Israelites to defeat their oppressors, 
the Midianites. Gideon, if you remember your 
Bible (we borrowéd one from the copy' desk and 
looked it up) had a big army but God wouldn’t 
use it “lest Israel vaunt themselves against me 
saying, ‘Mine own hand hath saved me.’” So all 
those who were afraid were allowed to go home, 
which cut the army down to 10,000. The Lord 
further reduced the ranks by the water test, tak- 
ing the 300 who lapped water like dogs instead 
of bowing down upon their knees to drink. 


The 300 were armed with trumpets and pitch- 
ers and when they blew their trumpets and “brake 
their pitchers,” disclosing flaming lamps and cry- 
ing, “The sword of the Lord and of Gideon,” the 
Midianites were thrown into such confusion they 
started killing one another and fleeing in panic. 


With that story as the basis of their or- 
ganization, the Gideons never let themselves 
forget that they accomplish nothing, however 
small, in their own strength. They are never 
in danger of believing “Mine own hand hath 
saved me.” 


Asked for 20,000 Bibles when they had only 
$102 in the bank, the Atlanta Gideons. weren’t 
dismayed. They knew if the Bibles were needed 
they would be provided and so they prayed. 

“Money came from the funniest sources,” one 
of them said. 

Once a new manager took over a hotel they 
had equipped with several hundred Bibles and 
neatly consigned every copy to the garbage. The 
Gideons didn’t learn until later that the Bibles 
had been hauled to the city dump where an old 
lady, picking through the refuse, found one of 
them and took it home. Her neighbors heard about 
it and rushed out and got Bibles for themselves, 
starting a religious revival in the slums. 

In personal affairs the Gideons expect and un- 
failingly find the hand of God. They never fail 
to help other people at the risk of neglecting busi- 
ness which, for most of them, comes strictly by 
commission. 

“IT know,” one of them said as they prepared to 
leave, ““God can take care of your business better 
than you can. Just leave it in His hands.”

Let’s take the case of the quick-freeze unit now heing installed : 


It’s ‘a 12-foot box with a quick-freezing unit 
on one side and storage space on the other. It weighs 500 pounds 
by itself and 900 pounds when full.

Added Weight first off, the only place we had for it was

Well, we did, finally, 
but it took four years of waiting and talking before a carpenter 
friend could take time off from building houses for people to live 
in. It’s a 744-mile trip each way from Covington here and back 
and whén the carpenter got through his daily stint elsewhere he 
didn’t feel much like coming out here, getting down under the 
house and doing what it takes to brace up a porch. 

Moreover, it took hours to find out what was needed, the lum- 
ber had to. be got, and then we had to wait again on our carpenter 
friend who was still busy building houses. 

What happened then? Well, the carpenter noticed it was pretty 
dampish under the house and suggested we call in a termite expert 
and see if all was well. Our old friend, Capt. Tindall, came out 
and he said we'd better open up the rock wall supporting the 
house and let some air in there. Which we did. 


Too Much Air We let in too much of it and at the wrong 

time, air that ranged in temperature from 
32 degrees Fahrenheit on down to five degrees Fahrenheit. So the 
pipes froze and burst in six places. So the ohn-ja froze and burst. 
So we had contmpany that night and everybody froze. 

So we caught a cold running to and from the ancient Chic Sales. 
So we got aches and pains. The plumber just left after installing 
the new facilities. They cost $38 Soon we will get his bill. 
More aches and pains. 

But we’ve got a freeze unit on the back porch and the sound 
of the motor pounding away is quite cheerful and comforting. And 
won't it be nice next Fall when we haye corn and okra and beans 
to put down?

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Farm Leaders Offer Plan To Cut Spending 


Special to The New York Times and The Atlanta Constitution . 
DALLAS, Tex., Dec. 10—The International situation dominated deliberations and presented a 
new challenge to the American Farm Bureau Federation Sunday on the eve of the 32D annual meet~ 


ing of the country’s largest farm bureau federation. 
Defense mobilization and the prospects of war 


brought to the fore a proposal of a group of 
powerful State Farm Bureau leaders that Ameri- 
can agriculture take the lead in reducing Gov- 
ernmental non-defense spending by supporting 
drastic reductions in Federal farm program 


expenses. — 

They have suggested that Agriculture vir- 
tually shelve farm programs for the duration 
of any emergency in order to provide addi- 
tional millions of dollars for defense. This 
would mean suspending price support opera- 

- tions on farm products without abandoning ¢ 
present farm legislation. 


Farm legislation would be kept on the books 
for future use once the emergency is ended, 
but would be made inoperative by reducing 
Congressional approptiations, Supporters of this 
view argue that the heavy demand for food and 
fiber resulting from mobilization makes price 
props unnecessary. 


Leading the challenge are leaders from the 
Northeastern states and a few from the Midwest 
and Western states. The opposition includes the 
Southern states, especially the cotton bloc which 
has long stood for high price supports, and scat- 
tered states producing commodities still faced 
with surpluses. 


Whether the challenging leaders have suffi- 
cient votes to prevail within the councils of the 
federation remained to be seen. * 


The idea of shelving farm programs is a re- 
versal of the stand taken by agricultural leaders 
and farm legislation farmers at the start of 
World War II. Then they sought and got high 
price supports on basic commodities to encourage 

' production. ° 


Charles B. Shuman, President of the 
Illinois Agricultural Association, largest state 
unit of the Federation and one of the leaders 
for reduction of farm program expenses, 
doubted that agriculture would be seriously 
damaged by suspension of practically all farm 
programs during periods when farm prices 
approach parity. : 

Parity is a price which theoretically gives a 
farm commodity a fair exchange value in rela- 
tion to the goods and services a farmer must buy. 
Many farm products now are near or at parity. 
Some are in excess of support prices because of 
increasing demand. 

Schuman, who has strong opposition from 
some of his mid-Western colleagues, and several 
Eastern leaders said agriculture, by setting its 
own. house in order, would be in a better position 
to request accelerated assistance in periods of 
price collapse and to insist that other economic 
groups, notably those on the industrial fronts, 


reduce their demands for special Government 
assistance. 

Opponents of this view fear that to give 
ground now would result in a loss of all the 
gains agriculture has made-in the last 25 years. 


Other problems to be tackled by the farm 
bureau is price controls and rationing and 
agriculture’s position in International trade. It 
is considered likely the Federation will reiter- 
ate its historical stand against price controls, 
contending that controls tend to hamper pro- 
duction when it is needed most. 


It is unlikely the Federation will pursue its 
condemnation of Secretary of Agriculture 
Charles F. Brannan’s farm program. 

Averell Harriman, Foreign Affairs Advisor 
to President Truman, who was scheduled to 
speak Tuesday, has cancelled his appearance 
because of Washington conferences which are 
being closely watched by the Federation. Wash- 
ington decisions will have a strong bearing on 
Federation resolutions. 

Some .7,000 delegates and visitors are ex- 
pected for the four-day meeting, the first held 
in Texas.

Often it takes women to solve other women’s problems. 

For years Mrs. Richard Fox and Mrs. Arthur Harris 
heard women complain about the tedious job of making 
fancy sandwiches for tea, bridge, and cocktail parties. 
What did they do? They experimented, cooked, tasted, re- 
searched and finally came up with an answer—packaged 
quick frozen homemade party sandwiches. 


A neat green and white box 
of assorted sandwiches con- 
tains: Eight fancy shaped chick- 
en salad and almond sandwiches, 
six open-faced shrimp and olive; 
and one. long roll of pinwheel 
sandwiches filled with crunchy 
peanuts and cream cheese. These 
frozen sandwiches are sold in 
eight Atlanta stores. 

These two resourceful home- 
makers didn’t exactly “fall into” 
this business. Both are graduate 
home economists. One taught 
home economics, one did home 
demonstration work. Then they 
teamed up/to live together and 
work for a utility company. 
Soon came marriage, two chil- 
dren each, and finally they be- 
came neighbors again in Dun- 
woody. They have been doing 
catering together very success- 
fully for some time. 

Many months ago they started 
this frozen sandwich idea. They 
tested sandwich fillings, mayon- 
naise, breads, and packaging 
ideas. They cleared many prob- 
lems of‘freezing the sandwiches 
with the Georgia Experiment 
Station. When these details were 
settled they call in family and 
friends to help. _.- 

Their children cut the waxed 
paper that fits between the sand- 
wiches and paste labels on 
boxes. Mr. Harris handles the 
bookkeeping. Mr. Fox designed 
an insulated box for carrying 
the frozen sandwiches from 
home freezer to retail store 
freezer. A friend who graduat- 
ed from the High Museum of 
Art designed the _ attractive 


* Party Maid Foods label and a 


friend who does printing as a 
hobby printed the labels. Mrs. 
Fox and Mrs. Harris are their 
own merchandisers and delivery 
“boys.”

Last Longer 


This Way 


By ANNE CAIN 


If the high cost of living has 
got you counting sheep, you’d 
better be very careful of the 
sheep, for they’re up in price, 
too. In fact, wool is getting to 
be so dear that it is a good idea 
to start babying any woolies 
you have, from mittens to great- 
coats. 

Daily attention to your wool 
garments is a lot more valuable 
than spasmodic attempts to 
make up for lost time. There 
are four prime requisites in car- 
ing for wool fabrics: the right 
brush, the right hanger, 
right airing and the right stor- 
age. 

Brushing garments is exceed- 
ingly important, both that you 
do it, and the way you do it. 
Using a soft but firm brush, go 
over the entire article for the 
tiny invisible particles of dust 
and dirt which, though unseen, 
can wreck damage. Firm bris- 
tles will lift the pile to preserve 
the original texture, and the 
right degree of softness will pre- 
vent loosening and pulling out 
of fibers, leaving spots with that 
worn look. 


Clothes that are hung prop- 
erly will meet you half-way on 
Saving pressing bills. The rela- 
tively small investment 
quired for hangers designed 


—~ specifically for certain garments 


tls 


will prove worth-while in pre- 
serving the shape of clothing. 
Wide-shouldered hangers for 
Suits and coats keep them from 
falling in crease-making folds, 
and extra wide -hangers are 
made for keeping intact the 
built-in physique of your fa- 
vorite husband, wide trouser 
bars will keep creases. from 
running the wrong way, and 
hangers which hold trousers at 
the cuff, and skirts at the waist 
are even better. 


Air is almost as vital to your 
woolens as it is to you. When 
you remove a garment, coat, 
sweater, suit or dress, allow it 
to air before putting it away. 
This restores the fibers. When 


-you put clothing away, give it 


time to rest Lefore going back 
to it. Twenty-four hours give 
fibers an opportunity to regain 
their resilience, shed wrinkles, 
and ease the strain of wear. 

Every few weeks, give your 
woolens a thorough brushing— 
pockets, cuffs, and collars—and 
sun for a short time. 

And when you hang them up 
remember 
they are woolens, not sardines. 


Try to give them a little living 


room. 
In response to your loving 
care, your wools will reward 
you with that subtle and some- 
times indefinable quality, the 
well-groomed look.

Lifetime Legacy 
Of Mrs.. Watts

The quiet passing last week of Irene Watts took another 
of Atlanta’s staunch women who had given herself long ago 
to d conviction and would not desert it. 


For 27 years, Mrs. Watts had been executive secretary of Tal- 


lulah Falls School, taking on the job when the institution was little 
more than a promise, and before the Georgia Federation of Women’s 
Clubs had taken it ‘unto its capacious wings, and turned it into the 


“Light of the Mountains.” 


In-a way, Irene Watts inherited her work, like a legacy, and 
there was something in’ her manner that made you think she 
thought of it that way. Years ago, she had ‘been summoned to the 
home of the late Mrs. John K. Ottley, Sr., the brilliant woman who 
was credited as one of the moving forces in Tallulah’s development. 
. Her intention was to work as a secretary for one week. 
“And I-stayed the rest of my life,” Mrs. Watts was apt to 
remark. wryly when questioned about her connection. 
stayed, of course, because she was one of those young 


women whose imagina 


tion was set afire by the commanding per- 


sonality of Mrs. Ottley. There were others who caught the flame 
of Mrs. Ottley’s dedication, and you hear them now, occasionally, 
telling of her vast charm and accomplishments, but none plunged 
into her work itself as did Mrs. Watts. 

Persuaded that the education of the mountain children was a 


calling deserving 


of lifetime sacrifice, Mrs. Watts became the 


behind-the-scenes liaison between the school and the clubwomen, 
interpreting one to the other, prodding when it was necessary, 
soothing where it was imperative, and ever conscious of the great 


goal of the partnership. 


A lucid and creative writer herself, Irene Watts turned her tal- 
ents to stimulating others to write about the school and the organi- 
zation, and in collecting those works, formed one of the most 
complete historical records of any organization anywhere. 

A lawyer, she did not choose to practice, using her knowledge 
where it was helpful in the affairs of the school, and her parlia- 
mentary skill to keeping the organization which she served, 


“straight.” 


This was often no easy matter, for Mrs. Watts was in the nature 
of a continuing servant, a “career” diplomat in an unending series 
of changes of administration, with the usual changes in policy and 
attitude. These she watched alertly, ignoring those that were ir- 
relevant and beating down any that threatened to harm her beloved 


Tallulah Falls School. 


Throughout all these years, Mrs. Watts developed an inner 
knowledge of the women of Georgia that amounted almost to a 
dossier, and she developed a vast impatience with compromise. 


She was no appeaser. 


She took her stand and kept it, requiring- 


real conviction to budge her from her position. 

In an era that seems to presage a downward curve of indomit- 
able clubwomen, and a resurgence of individualism instead of co- 
operative effort, there are few women developing who could be 
expected to take the place of the public-spirited Irene Watts. 

Thousands of women and thousands of boys and girls who 
knew her well, will remember her with gratitude.

Ever consider the clerk’s 
viewpoint on Christmas shop- 
ping? 

Ever wanted to see the cus- 
tomer who’s always right? 

If not, then here’s some pearls 
of wisdom collected in an off- 
the-record behind the counter 
poll during this season tradi- 
tionally abounding in goodwill 
toward men, women and chil- 
dren. And the boys and girls 
behind the counter. 

“I’d like to say that we are 
human beings just. like the cus- 
tomers,” is the way one clerk 
put it. “We have only two 
hands and two feet, and we can 


only wait on one person at a 


time.” 


And this one person at a time 


should be taken personally by 
all who venture forth to brave 
the holiday crowds. One clerk 
said that she would be 
happy to make suggestions about 
gifts IF the customers would 
ask. She said: 


“Lots of times we have 
things in stock, that is in the 
drawers and shelves behind 
the counter which we could 
show that might answer the 
need. Men, more than women, 
ask us to help them out and I 
think that if more shoppers 
felt that we can make sugges- 
tions as well as serve them, 
it would not only speed up 
shopping but there would be 
more satisfied people Christ- 
mas morning.” 


Most of the stores have shop- 
ping services, and there is added 
help during the holidays and all 
of these helpers are in the know 
about the stock and will assist 
any shopper in person, by phone 
or by mail. 

But it’s the over-the-counter 
tips to be considered today. This 
is what the clerks say: 

Don’t argue over the cost of 
an article. The clerks don’t set 
the price. If you aren’t prepared 
to pay then don’t waste time 
just pricing. 

After selecting an article, and 
paying for it or charging it, 
don’t decide on something else 
and ask for an exchange. If 
you can’t wait until Dec. 26 to 
do your Christmas swapping 
then make your exchange at the 
proper place. 

If you have to bring the small 
fry, hold on to them. Don’t let 
them wander behind the coun- 
ter or handle 
chandise. 


Remember that clerks are 


~ not adding machines. So when 


paying cash for articles be 
sure that you know how much 
money you hand over and how 
much you expect in return. 
After a gruelling day and 
waiting on hundreds of cus- 
tomers, a clerk is not likely to 
remember you if you dash 
back hours later and tell her 
she shortchanged you three 
cents, or you gave her a ten 
dollar bill for the gloves and 
she only gave you change 
for a five. 


When giving your name and 
address, speak clearly if you 
don’t have your charge-a-plate. 
For “Miss Gwin,” a clerk ear- 
sore with shop talk and the dis- 
tant sounds of carols by the Sal- 
vation Army, could very well 
think I said, Miss Gin, Miss 
Grim, Miss Grime, Miss Quin 
or Miss Finn. 

And do shop in the mornings 
if possible. The afternoon and
